ruenfs to entertain file families and 
ti lends of aoldier- returning wounded 
from France, and who would, on ac­ 
count of their physical infirmities, he 
unable to visit their homes. 
W ith this 
end In view, there was established in 
connection with every hospital rooms 
af a hostess house, where parents and 
other member- of the fam ily could he 
accommodated at a nominal 
charge. 
This plan worked out admirably. 
At some of the hospital# another 
novelty appeared in the form of a day 
nursery.
